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MEDICAL  OFFICERS  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1961 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Pontardawe  Rural  District  Council. 

L adies  and  Gentlemen, 

L herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1961.  The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  1/62 
(Wales)  and  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1961  showed  no  unusual  or  unexpected 
trends.  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  continued  to  be  the 
largest  single  cause  of  death  from  cancer.  During  the  year  under 
review  8 males  and  1 female  died  from  this  cause.  The  Health 
Department  continued  in  its  efforts  to  keep  the  public  informed  of 
the  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking  and  the  indisputable  link  between 
smoking  and  lung  cancer.  This  was  done  by  means  of  reports, 
posters,  distribution  of  pamphlets,  and  wherever  possible  personal 
propaganda.  No  significant  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred 
in  the  area  during  the  year  under  review.  10  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified,  all  in  children.  The  cases  were  very  mild  and 
probably  did  not  give  a true  picture  as  notifications  of  this  disease 
are  inclined  to  be  somewhat  patchy.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified  but  a few  cases  did  occur  in  an  adjacent  area  and  the 
Health  Department  was  involved  in  the  swabbing  and  surveillance 
of  contacts. 

The  greater  part  of  the  water  consumed  in  the  area  of  the 
Pontardawe  Rural  District  is  supplied  by  Swansea  Borough  and 
comes  from  their  Cray  Reservoir.  The  Council  are  continuing 
their  policy  of  gradually  abolishing  the  rural  supplies  in  the 
periphery  of  the  district  and  connecting  them  to  mains  containing 
Cray  water.  During  1961,  schemes  for  the  village  of  Rhos  and 
the  hamlet  of  Salem  were  completed  in  the  above  way,  also  schemes 
to  supply  Cwmllynfell,  Rhiwfawr  and  Craigcefnparc  with  mains 
water  were  submitted  for  approval.  When  these  are  finished  over 
90%  of  the  area  supplied  through  Pontardawe  Rural  District 
Council  will  receive  water  from  Cray  Reservoir.  Further  progress 
was  made  in  the  preliminary  plans  for  a new  valley  trunk  sewer 
and  plans  were  submitted  for  approval  for  the  upper  part  of  this 
sewer. 

The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  play  a major  part 
in  the  Council’s  housing  drive  and  68  families  were  rehoused  under 
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the  points  scheme.  Amongst  these  29  were  rehoused  from 
properties  dealt  with  under  the  slum  clearance  schemes.  This  is 
somewhat  less  than  in  previous  years.  Certain  building  and  site 
difficulties  occurred  but  it  is  anticipated  that  considerably  more 
families  will  be  rehoused  in  the  coming  year. 

During  1961,  the  new  Public  Health  Act  became  law.  It 
contained  a number  of  provisions  affecting  this  Health  Department. 
The  law  regarding  payment  of  compensation  by  a local  authority 
to  persons  who'  suffer  loss  of  earnings  because  they  have  been 
requested  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  remain  away  from  work  was 
amended  and  clarified. 

The  disused  Swansea  Valley  Canal  which  runs  throughout  the 
length  of  the  area  continued  to  cause  concern,  as  although  in  parts 
of  its  length  it  runs  through  rural  surroundings  away  from  areas 
of  human  habitation,  in  other  places  especially  at  Ystalyfera  it  is 
almost  dry  and  because  there  is  no  longer  a flow  of  water  various 
surface  drains  and  culverts  entering  the  canal  are  causing  a 
nuisance.  The  Department  has  been  occupied  in  dealing  with 
these  discharges.  In  many  cases  they  are  of  considerable  antiquity 
and  difficulty  has  been  found  in  tracing  them  to  their  origin.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  upper  part  of  the  canal  will  shortly  be  filled  in 
to  coincide  with  the  building  of  the  new  by-pass  road  between 
Ynysmeudwy  and  Ystalyfera. 

It  is  desired  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who 
have  at  all  times  carried  out  their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner.

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SECTION  B— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT 
(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Full  use  has  again  been  made  of  the  facilities  available  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cockett,  Swansea,  and  all  samples  for 
bacteriological  examination  were  dealt  with  there.  Samples  for 
chemical  analysis  including  those  connected  with  air  pollution 
were  taken  to  the  County  Laboratory,  Cardiff,  as  in  previous  years.

(b)  Welfare  Services,  Hospital  and  Ambulance  Services. 


The  Glamorgan  County  Council  still  maintain  welfare  and 
ambulance  services  within  the  area  of  the  rural  district,  and  the 
ambulance  sub-division  at  Ynisderw  House  continued  to  serve 
a very  useful  purpose.  The  two  hostels  at  Danybryn  and 
Gellygron  House  are  an  asset  to  the  area  in  providing 
accommodation  for  aged  persons. 

The  Clydach  and  Gellynudd  Hospitals  remain  under  the 
administration  of  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  Management  Committee  also  continued  their  Hearing 
Aids  service  to  the  community  and  considerable  use  is  made  of 
the  arrangements  commenced  last  year,  whereby  a technician  is  in 
attendance  on  the  second  and  fourth  Friday  of  each  month  at 
Ynisderw  House  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  or  renewing  hearing

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  AND  1951. 

(a)  Burial  of  Unclaimed  Dead. 

Your  Council  accepts  responsibility  under  these  enactments 
for  the  burial  of  any  person  who  dies  within  the  area  and  in 
respect  of  whom  it  appears  that  no  individual  is  making  private 
arrangements.  It  became  necessary  in  the  course  of  the  year  to 
arrange  for  the  burial  of  two  such  persons. 
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(b)  Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention. 

It  did  not  become  necessary  during  the  year  to  arrange  tor 
the  removal  of  any  person  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  Hostel 
accommodation  was  in  some  cases  arranged  through  the 
co-operation  of  your  Council’s  officers  and  the  officers  of  the 
Welfare  Department  of  the  County  Council. 

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA 

Water. 

The  main  source  of  the  Council’s  supply  is  the  Cray  Reservoir 
of  the  Swansea  Corporation.  Bulk  purchases  during  1961  for  both 
domestic  and  industrial  uses  amounted  to  approximately  589,911 
thousand  gallons.  Various  outlying  parts  of  the  district 
inaccessible  to  the  mains  are  supplied  from  tanks  and  springs 
maintained  by  the  Council’s  Engineering  and  Water  Department. 

(1)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  for  the  most  part 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Complaints  of  the 
inadequacy  of  the  yield  from  springs  in  the  Rhos  area  of 
the  parish  of  Cilybebyll  have  been  met  by  improvement 
works  including  the  construction  of  pumping  stations  in 
that  district.  The  Cray  mains  supply  is  pumped  into  the 
Brynliewellyn  reservoir  and  no  further  difficulties  as  to 
quantity  are  anticipated. 

A new  scheme  for  the  supply  of  Salem,  Felindre,  was 
completed  during  the  year,  but  progress  on  the  Twyn, 
Felindre,  scheme  continues  to  be  extremely  slow. 

(2)  Samples  of  raw  water  and  water  going  into  supply  after 
treatment  were  taken  throughout  the  year.  Bacteriological 
examinations  proved  to  be  satisfactory  generally.  Chemical 
analysis  indicated  the  presence  of  poisonous  metals  in 
varying  degrees  in  certain  cases.  These  consisted  of  traces 
of  lead  and  copper  and  oxide  of  iron. 

(3)  The  discolouration  of  the  water  at  Felindre  in  the  parish 
of  Mawr  proved  to  be  a source  of  trouble  during  the  year. 
It  is  to  be  overcome  by  the  decision  of  Council  to  replace 
the  cast-iron  main  by  asbestos  cement  pipes.  The  existing 
unsatisfactory  source  at  Coedffaldau,  Rhiwfawr,  will  be 
abandoned  when  the  proposed  combined  scheme  for  the 
Cwmllynfell  and  Rhiwfawr  areas  is  completed.  It  is 
proposed  to  supply  these  villages  by  a tapping  of  Swansea’s 
17"  diameter  Cray  main  at  Ystalyfera,  giving  an  estimated 
supply  of  72,000  gallons  per  day  to  the  area.  The  scheme 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  sanction  and  when 
carried  out  will  meet  a long  felt  and  urgent  need  in  the 
Cwmllynfell  and  Rhiwfawr  areas.  A scheme  for  the 
supply  at  Craigcefnparc  is  also  under  consideration  to 
remedy  unsatisfactory  conditions  in  that  area. 
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(4)  Approximately  9,750  dwellings  having  a population  of 
about  30,000  are  supplied  with  piped  water  from  public 
mains  direct  to  their  houses.  About  one  hundred  dwellings 
continue  to  take  a private  supply  from  wells  and  springs 
but  these  will  be  reduced  as  further  schemes  now  under 
review  for  the  supply  of  water  in  pipes  are  approved. 

There  is  no  stand  pipe  system  in  operation  but  a few 
isolated  houses  depend  on  stand  pipes  where  the  mains 
terminate  beyond  the  reach  of  such  premises. 

Public  Swimming  Baths. 

The  two  open  air  swimming  baths  at  Clydach  and  Ystalyfera 
continued  in  use  during  the  summer  months.  They  are  maintained 
by  the  two  parish  councils  concerned  and  samples  of  the  water 
were  taken  from  time  to  time  by  this  Council’s  public  health 
inspectors.  A request  by  the  Llanquicke  Parish  Council  for 
200,000  gallons  in  late  June  to  be  piped  to  the  Ystalyfera  Baths 
to  supplement  the  limited  supply  normally  available  from  the 
Darren  Mountain  springs  was  approved,  and  a 3"  pipe  has  been 
connected  from  the  mains  to  the  baths  to  enable  this  to  be  done. 

The  Clydach  baths  continue  to  take  their  water  from  the 
Lower  Clydach  river.  The  water  at  each  baths  is  continuously 
circulated  by  pumping  through  high  pressure  filters  and 
chlorinated. 

Sample  results  were  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

While  responsibility  for  ensuring  cleanliness  and  freedom  from 
pollution  of  these  main  water  courses  is  that  of  the  Rivers  Board 
it  is  important  to  remind  yourselves  from  time  to  time  that  the 
powers  of  the  local  authority  in  this  respect  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  remain  as  before.  There  are  also  instances  of  smaller  streams 
that  have  not  been  “ mained  ” i.e.  declared  to  be  the  direct 
responsibility  of  the  Rivers  Board.  Again  the  local  authority  can 
exert  a beneficial  influence  in  this  respect.  The  flooding  and 
piscatorial  aspects  of  river  pollution  are  important  but  there  is 
also  a public  health  significance  in  ensuring  that  the  water  is  not 
likely  to  give  rise  to  dangers  in  this  respect.  Perhaps  the  Council’s 
greatest  contribution  lies  in  close  liaison  with  the  River  Board  in 
close  co-operation  between  the  officers  of  the  two  authorities  and 
in  the  interchange  of  results  of  analyses.  There  is  indeed  a great 
deal  of  co-operation  in  this  area  as  is  evidenced  by  the  meetings 
the  Council  has  had  with  the  Rivers  Board,  by  members  of  the 
authority  who  serve  also  on  that  body  and  by  the  close  interchange 
of  opinion  on  matters  of  mutual  concern  between  officers. 

The  Swansea  Canal  which  runs  through  the  whole  length  of 
the  area  has  been  a matter  of  concern  and  more  detailed  reference 
is  to  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 
As  there  indicated  legislation  now  before  Parliament  may  well 
assist  in  the  solution  of  this  problem.

The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  long  awaited  and  urgently  needed 
valley  trunk  sewer  brought  a stage  nearer  reality,  when  approval 
was  given  to  the  detailed  plans  of  your  Engineer  and  authority 
given  for  submission  of  the  scheme  to  the  Minister.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  for  the  scheme  to  proceed  early  next 
year. 
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SECTION  D.— HOUSING 

From  year  to  year  comments  are  made  in  this  Report  on  the 
state  of  housing  in  the  area  of  this  Authority.  Normally  these 
comments  concern  themselves  with  changes  in  the  year  under 
review  and  improvements  which  have  been  in  that  time  effected. 
Occasionally  however,  one  realises  that  what  has  been  an 
imperceptible  trend  over  a number  of  years  has  achieved  such 
prominence  as  to  occasion  comment.  In  this  respect  there  are 
two  matters  upon  which  it  is  pleasing  to  report.  The  first  is  that 
of  housing  improvement.  Post-war  legislation  has  enabled  the 
local  authority  to  assist  owners  in  the  improvement  of  their 
properties  and  the  advantage  taken  of  these  provisions  in  this  area 
both  by  the  authority  initially  and  the  public  subsequently  has 
more  than  justified  the  basic  aims  of  the  legislators.  A recent 
review  of  premises  provisionally  scheduled  for  action  under  the 
Housing  Act  reveals  that  a considerable  number  have  been 
improved  with  the  aid  of  grants  to  such  an  extent  that  they  are  not 
only  able  to  be  deleted  from  that  list  but  are  capable  of  standing 
as  sound  properties  well  beyond  the  period  of  years  declared  in  the 
Act.  The  benefits  of  these  provisions  will  become  even  more 
apparent  in  the  future. 

The  second  matter  is  the  gradually  improved  manner  in  which 
houses  are  maintained  by  the  occupants.  Slum  clearance  in  the 
years  prior  to  the  war  was  accompanied  in  many  instances 
throughout  the  country  by  disinfestation  processes.  Today  it  is 
in  the  main  a matter  of  removing  families  from  properties  which 
are  sub-standard  through  no  fault  of  the  occupiers  to  premises 
where  they  can  really  live  in  more  satisfactory  conditions.  It  is 
true  to  say  that  while  problem  families  will  to  a diminishing  degree 
be  always  with  us,  their  number  has  diminished  to  an  extent  that 
has  really  justified  the  social  improvements  of  the  post-war  years.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  SHOPS’  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT,  1961 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  1961. 

The  field  of  environmental  health  is  a wide  one  touching  as  it 
does  almost  every  aspct  of  daily  life.  This  is  an  area  which  knew 
the  effect  of  nineteenth  century  industrial  expansion.  The  remains 
of  the  grosser  social  evils  are  still  evident  today  although  their 
danger  has  been  removed.  They  exist  as  reminders  of  conditions 
that  then  existed.  The  improvements  effected  over  the  last  50 
years  in  particular  have  resulted  in  a change  in  public  health 
approach.  Today  the  emphasis  is  on  education  and  persuasion 
and  in  much  of  our  work  we  find  there  is  behind  us  the  willing 
aid  of  the  population  in  general. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  standard  of  service  adminis- 
tered by  the  Department  has  been  maintained  and  where  possible 
extended. 

Food  Hygiene  has  been  given  its  due  attention  and  the 
standard  of  food  handling  in  the  area  is  considered  to  be 
satisfactory.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  100%  meat  inspection 
has  been  maintained  in  respect  of  all  slaughterhouses  within  the 
area.

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

(i)  Direct  Labour  Collection. 

There  have  been  no  changes  during  the  year  in  either  the 
frequency  or  the  method  of  collection  and  disposal.  The  accom- 
panying table  indicates  the  system  of  collection  and  frequency.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  area  appear  to  be  satisfied  with  the  system 
which  operates  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  satisfactory  state  of  affairs 
can  be  maintained. 
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There  are  indications  at  the  moment  that  the  working  con- 
ditions of  the  working  personnel  may  be  changed  and  this  will 
necessitate  consequential  changes  in  collection  frequencies.  As 
these  changes  are  not  likely  to  operate  until  next  year  no  further 
reference  is  made  to  them  at  this  stage. 

The  Council  has  increased  the  number  of  litter  bins  in  service 
and  the  amount  that  is  emptied  from  these  containers  is  an 
indication  of  the  worthwhile  nature  of  the  service. 

(ii)  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  same  sites  as  in  previous  years  are  in  use  but  it  is 
evident  that  Carregyrafon  Park  will  soon  be  completed  and  an 
alternative  site  will  have  to  be  sought  in  Ystalyfera.  The  Rhyddwen 
site  at  Craigcefnparc  is  being  further  developed  and  will  offer  a 
satisfactory  means  of  disposal  for  some  years  to  come  and  at  the 
same  time  provide  an  opportunity  for  land  reclamation  that  will 
be  of  benefit  to  the  area.  All  refuse  tips  are  fenced  against  the 
intrusion  of  animals  but  damage  to  fences  by  animals  in  an  effort 
to  reach  waste  foodstuffs  is  a matter  of  some  concern  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  valley. 

(iii)  Refuse  Costing. 

It  is  pleasing  to  recall  that  this  Authority’s  costing  returns 
included  in  the  Ministry’s  published  lists  show  that  as  in  previous 
years  our  costs  both  for  collection  and  disposal  are  well  within  the 
national  and  rural  averages. 

(iv)  Contracts. 

Contract  collections  are  in  operation  at  Velindre,  Gamswllt, 
Cwmllynfelll,  Rhiwfawr,  Cwmcerdinen  and  Tynyberllan. 

(b)  NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL. 

Contract  collections  for  night  soil  is  carried  out  in  the 
Rhiwfawr,  Ynysymond,  Cilybebyll,  Craigcefnparc  and  Velindre 
areas.  A number  of  these  contracts  are  small  and  merely  serve 
the  outlying  portions  of  villages  which  were  not  allowed  to  be 
included  in  sewerage  schemes.  The  schemes  now  in  hand  for 
sewering  Ynysymond  and  Fforestgoch  will  reduce  the  pail  system 
almost  to  the  irreducible  minimum  with  the  possible  exception 
of  Velindre.

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(c)  STREET  CLEANING. 

The  Council  pays  an  annual  amount  within  the  terms  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  County  Council  for  the 
cleansing  of  highways  by  this  latter  authority.  The  repayment  basis 
has  been  agreed  throughout  Glamorgan  by  the  constituent  county 
districts  and  cleansing  is  carried  out  on  a mechanized  basis. 

Factories  Acts,  1937  to  1959. 

The  provisions  of  the  above  enactments  have  in  so  far  as 
they  apply  to  this  area  been  given  due  attention.  Means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire  are  of  great  importance  and  the  government  has 
transferred  the  responsibility  for  certifying  the  efficiency  of  such 
means  to  the  Fire  Services.  This  is  considered  to  be  a wise  step 
for  your  officers  when  responsible  invariably  seek  the  advice  and 
guidance  of  the  County’s  Fire  Prevention  Officers  prior  to 
certification. 

A close  liaison  has  been  obtained  with  the  local  Factories 
Inspectorate  during  the  year  and  problems  of  common  inerest 
discussed  with  the  Chief  Officer  concerned.

Rodent  infestation  is  a problem  which  appears  to  be  con- 
tinually with  us.  Whenever  complaints  are  received  immediate 
attention  is  given  to  the  infestation  and  in  no  case  has  there  been 
a failure  to  eradicate  these  pests.  As  well  as  dealing  with 
complaints,  known  sources  of  infestation  such  as  river  banks, 
refuse  tips,  canals  and  other  harbourages  are  treated  on  a test 
basis  from  time  to  time  and  if  found  to  be  infested  treated  fully. 
Sewers  are  treated  twice  per  year  and  all  manholes  baited.  In 
spite  of  this  continued  activity  there  is  still  evidence  of  rat  in- 
festation and  one  can  only  picture  conditions  which  would  result 
if  the  rat  destruction  service  was  not  operated. 

These  pests  are  responsible  for  a great  deal  of  damage 
particularly  in  foodstuffs.  They  constitute  a public  health  danger. 
The  average  individual  regards  the  rat  with  a degree  of  revulsion 
that  is  quite  well  founded.  The  prompt  service  which  the  Depart- 
ment endeavours  to  provide  is  therefore  much  appreciated  by  the 
public  of  the  area. 

HOUSING,  REPAIR,  OVERCROWDING  AND  DEMOLITION. 

(a)  Repair. 

The  succeeding  tables  in  this  report  indicate  the  Depart- 
ment’s activity  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts.  There 
is  a close  contact  with  landlords  and  agents  and  this  enables 
repairs  to  be  obtained  by  informal  action.  The  Council’s 
commendable  activity  in  the  field  of  improvement  grants  has  a 
beneficial  effect  on  the  repair  of  existing  premises  for  the

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i equipments  tehat  a house  must  be  in  a fit  state  before  being 
granted  improvement  assistance  results  in  a great  deal  of  work 
being  carried  out  coincidentally.  One  disturbing  aspect  of  the 
Rents  Act  decontrol  is  that  tenants  who  are  affected  by  that  Act 
and  have  taken  up  tenancy  since  1957  are  unprotected  and  are 
reluctant  to  complain  or  to  permit  action  by  the  Authority  to 
obtain  repair.  As  the  number  of  unprotected  tenants  increases 
the  Department  is  finding  that  an  increasing  number  of  evictions 
are  taking  place.  This  is  something  entirely  new  to  this  area  where 
evictions  have  previously  been  the  result  of  action  by  the 
landlord  against  provably  unsatisfactory  tenants.  The  present 
relations  of  tenants  who  have  not  so  offended  causes  a great  deal 
of  difficulty,  domestic  upset,  and  places  the  Council  in  a dilemma 
regarding  the  housing  of  a family.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  sulphur  dioxide  recording  stations  at  Pontardawe  and 
Clydach  have  continued  to  operate  during  the  year  and  the  results 
are  given  blow.  The  deposit  gauge  has  been  moved  to  different! 
sites  during  the  year  as  it  has  been  necessary  to  determine  the 
amount  of  local  dust  deposition  from  various  causes.  The  gauge 
has  in  previous  years  been  used  to  obtain  a collective  picture  of 
solid  particulate  deposition  in  a selected  area  from  a variety  of 
sources.  In  contrast  to  this  the  new  sites  referred  to  were  those 
where  a specific  complaint  had  been  made  regarding  the  sudden 
increase  in  dust  deposition.  The  principal  source  of  complaint 
under  this  heading  was  that  of  opencast  mining  and  coal  screens 
associated  with  these  undertakings.  In  most  instances  the  deposit 
gauge  revealed  a high  deposit  of  solid  matter  and  visits  by  a 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Council  and  the  Officers  concerned  to  the 
sites  resulted  in  steps  being  taken  to  minimise  dust  from  these 
sources.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(1)  Milk. 

Designated  milks  only  are  permitted  to  be  sold  within  the 
area.  The  bulk  of  such  sales  are  those  of  tuberculin  tested 
pasteurised  milks  but  unpasteurised  tuberculin  tested  milk  is  sold 
also.  Inspections  were  made  of  dairies,  milk  distribution  vehicles 
and  sites  where  milk  is  deposited  by  wholesalers  for  collection 
by  local  retailers.  Samples  taken  of  local  supplies  ensure  that 
pasteurisation  is  efficient  and  that  unpasteurised  milks  are  free 
from  infection.

(2)  Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  four  slaughterhouses  operating  within  the  area  of 
the  Authority.  There  is  complete  inspection  maintained  and  all 
meat  slaughtered  is  inspected  prior  to  sale.  The  appended  table 
indicates  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected 
together  with  weight  of  meat  condemned.  Meat  inspection  is  an 
important  public  health  service  and  it  needs  considerable  effort 
by  the  Department  to  maintain  inspction  at  its  essential  100% 
level  since  much  of  the  slaughtering  occurs  at  evenings  and 
weekends.

Further  steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  ensure  that 
premises  officially  licensed  will  comply  with  the  regulations  when 
they  operate  in  full  in  the  area  on  1st  January,  1963.

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Food  Hygiene 

Premises  within  the  area  where  food  is  manufactured,  sold, 
stored  or  prepared  have  been  subjected  to  inspection  during  the 
year.  In  this  field  more  perhaps  than  in  any  other  is  the  educative 
approach  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  essential.  The  sins  of 
commission  or  omission  by  the  food  handler  that  result  in  food 
poisoning  outbreaks  are  invariably  due  to  lack  of  knowledge 
rather  than  deliberate  intent.  It  is  found  in  practice  that  when  once 
the  importance  of  routine  hygienic  procedures  and  the  reason  for 
their  necessity  are  explained  to  the  food  handler  then  there  is 
willing  cooperation.  The  turnover  of  personnel,  however,  makes  this 
work  a continuing  responsibility  for  as  personnel  leave  and  are 
replaced  by  others  the  same  problem  recurs.

The  community,  however,  appears  to 
be  well  served.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  ensure  that 
premises  open  for  the  sale  of  exempted  goods  do  not  sell  articles 
not  included  in  the  Schedule. 

2.  — Closing  Hours. 

Shops  within  the  area  close  according  to  the  times  set  out  in 
the  Act. 
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The  hours  of  closing  permitted  by  the  Shops  Act,  1950, 
operate  within  the  area,  the  local  Closing  Order  of  1915  being 
invalid,  due  to  incompatibility  with  the  above  Act. 

3.  — Sunday  Trading. 

It  has  been  noted  that  small  shops,  particularly  those  where 
mixed  sale  exists  and  where  there  are  housing  estates  near  are 
sometimes  tempted  to  infringe  the  Sunday  Trading  Provisions  of 
the  Act.  Visits  are  now  being  made  on  Sunday  to  various  parts 
of  the  area  in  order  to  ensure  that  statutory  provisions  are 
complied  with. 

4.  — Employment  of  Young  Persons. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  Young  Persons 
(Employment)  Act,  1938,  are  generally  observed  within  the  area. 
The  hours  of  work  of  these  young  prsons  and  the  conditions  of 
their  employment  are  duly  investigated  during  routine  inspections. 

No  matters  affecting  young  persons  and  requiring  action  under 
the  above  Act  arose  during  the  year.  Liaison  with  the  Youth 
Employment  Bureau  has  proved  of  much  assistance  in  the 
administration  of  these  provisions. 

5.  — Authorised  Officers. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  first  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  are  Authorised  Officers  under  the  above 
Act. 

6.  — General  Observations  on  the  Year’s  Work. 

During  1961,  698  inspections  were  made  for  matters  falling 
within  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  hours  of  closing  and  the  provisions 
with  regard  to  Sunday  trading  are  being  observed,  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  evenings  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  general 
it  is  felt  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  respected.
